12,000 BILLS WAITING;

Burden of Selection Falls on 
‘Shoulders of Republican 
Steering Groups.

(By the Associated Press.) 

Once again the Constitution will call 
Congress into session today. 

At noon the gavel will fall in Sen- 
ate and House, setting in motion the 
legislative machinery of the nation 
which has been idle since adjournment 
last July. 

The new session, the second of the 
Sixty-ninth Congress, will face a huge 
task. It will have but three months in 
which to work, for its tenure under 
the Constitution expires March 4. 

More than 12,000 bills remain on 
the calendar untouched from last ses- 
sion. To these will be added several 
hundred more as soon as the formali- 
ties of the opening day are over. 

Out of this brief three months of 
work must be taken 10 days for a 
Christmas vacation, while many hours 
will be consumed by the political 
orators. 

The burden of selection of those bills 
to be given preferential consideration 
will fall on the shoulders of the Re- 
publican steering committees of the 
two houses. They will be required to 
choose only a few bills to push forward 
for enactment. 


Bills First. 
First in their minds are the annual 


Appropriation 


| appropriation bills to provide funds for 
| the operating expenses of the govern- 


ment. Besides these, agreement al- 
ready has been reached to take up two 
measures on definite dates—the rivers 
and harbors bill in the Senate on De- 
cember 14, and a bill proposing salary 
increases for the Federal judiciary in 
the House Thursday.

A joint committee, composed of the 


» | party leaders of the two houses, will be 


appointed to wait upon the President 
and notify him that the Congress has 
convened and awaits his annual mes- 
sage. 

While this committee is journeying to 
the White House new members with 
proper credentials will be sworn in. 

The call of the committee at the 
White House is only a formality, as it 
already has been announced President 
Coolidge will depart from the custom 
used by Wilson and Harding and once 
by himself in appearing in person to 
deliver his message. It will be sent to 
the Capitol tomorrow by special mes- 
senger and read in both Senate and 
House by clerks. 

After the joint committee formally 
notifies Congress that the message will 
be brougnt up tomorrow, both houses 
will adjourn today out of respect to the 
memory of the late Senator Albert B. 
Cummins, of Iowa, and the late Sena- 
tor Bert M. Fernald, of Maine. 


Four to Take Senate Oath. 


Four new members will take the oath 
in the Senate. They are Arthur R. 
Gould, of Maine, and David W. Stewart, 
of Iowa, Republicans, and David I. 
Walch, of Massachusetts, and Harry B. 
Hawes, of Missouri, Democrats. The 
new members to be seated in the House 
are Harry L. Englebright and Richard 
J. Welch, of California; John J. Coch- 
ran, of Missouri, and former Representa- 
tive Frederick W. Dallinger, of Massa- 
chusetts.

Radio to Prevent 
Sea Fog Collisions 


New York, Dec. 5 (By A. P.).—Inven- 
tion of a radio device to be used to 
prevent collision of ships during fogs 
and storms was announced today by the 
Federal Telegraph Co. of California. 
The makers of the instrument say its 
value has been proved by tests made 
by the United States lighthouse serv- 
ice.

Bucharest, Roumania, Dec. 5 (By A. 
P.).—Home from her turbulent but per- 
haps triumphant tour of America, 
Queen Marie passed Sunday in the pal- 
ace with her ailing spouse and so0v- 
ereign, King Ferdinand, although the 
king’s affliction was not severe enough 
to keep him from meeting his family 
at the station on their arrival yester- 
day. Well-wishers found little to reas- 
sure them in the bulletin issued by 
Prof. Henri Hartmann, French special- 
ist, and Dr. Regaud, noted radio- 
therapeutist, who have just been called 
in for consultation. The bulletin reads: 

“The results of the first consultation 
of Drs. Hartmann and Regaud show 
that the recto-sigmoidal affection from 
which the king is suffering presents no 
modification. The general condition, 
appetite and sleep are satisfactory.” 

The arrival of Queen Marie, Princess 
Ileana and Prince Nicolas at Bticharest 
lacked the punctual dignity which it is 
customary to expect at royal functions. 
The entire diplomatic corps, state offi- 
clals, prelates and native artistcoracy, 
arrayed for the occasion, reached the 
station at 10 o’clock in the morning to 
await the train, which was due at 11. 
Shortly before noon they were informed 
that the train would not arrive until 
2 in the afternoon. The red carpets 
were rolled up and with the flowers 
were carefully put aside in the waiting 
room. Every one withdrew for lunch. 

When the welcoming groups came 
back at 2 o’clock, they learned that the 
train had pulled in at 1 and that the 
queen had proceeded to the palace with 
the king; some one had had the pres- 
ence of mind to order the train to wait 
in the yard for 30 minutes until Fer- 
dinand could be hurried to the station.

Chile has agreed to “consider, 
principle,” the proposal of Secretary 
Kellogg providing for the cession to 
Bolivia of the disputed provinces of 
Tacna and Arica. 

Notice that Chile had consented to 
give consideration to the suggestion of 
the American Secretary of State, made 
on his part as the only way out of the 
40-year-old dispute with Peru, was con- 
tained in a note received yesterday at 
the Chilean embassy. A similar note 
was forwarded to the State Department 
through the American embassy at San- 
tiago. 

Mr. Kellogg had proposed cession of 
the territories to Bolivia because he be- 
lieved that their division between Chile 
and Peru “on any basis of agreement 
presents almost insuperable difficulties 
so long as each applies to every ar- 
rangement suggested the test of whether 
it may conceivably: enable the other to 
claim a moral victory.” 

Would Avoid Future Danger. 


Perpetual demilitarization of the 
provinces, which Mr. Kellogg had fixed 
as one condition in the transfer of 
sovereignty, Chile said in her note, 
“Must be understood in its widest 
sense, climinating all possibilities that 
in it or its territorial waters there may 
be maintained bases for forces of land, 
air or sea.” 

“We have the right,” the note added, 
“to make sure that the sacrifice we 
are making in deference to a lofty 
ideal will not constitute a future-dan-- 
ger to our exterior security. 

“As a natural corollary to this idea, 
it would be indispensable to stipulate 
that the territory whose cession is pro- 
posed could not be transferred, in 
whole or in part, by any of the con- 
tracting nations to any other power. 
The acceptance of any other view 
would be tantamount to a distortion 
of the noble motive which inspired the 
Secretary of State in formulating his 
proposal.”

HUSBAND RESCUES WIFE 
AT FIRE NEAR OLNEY, MO. 


Home of L. C. Probert, Asso- 
ciated Press Chief, Burns 
to Ground. 


STOVE WAS OVERHEATED 


“Homeland,” country home of L. C. 
Probert, superintendent of the Wash- 
ington bureau of the Associated Press, 
near Olney, Md., was burned to the 
ground early yesterday morning in a 
fire started by an overheated stove. 

Mrs. Probert was trapped in her room 
on the second floor, but was rescued 
by her husband, who placed a ladder 
against the window and carried her to 
safety. Both received slight burns on 
the face. 

The blaze, fanned by a strong north- 
west wind, had gained so much head- 
way when it wa3 discovered that mem- 
bers of the Sandy Spring volunteer 
fire department, commanded by Sergt. 
Herbert H. Adams, were powerless to 


hold it in check. 
Probert was inspecting his live stock 


in a nearby barn when the clanging 
of a farm bell summoned him to the 
house. He found the dining room in 
flames. Aided by Miss Ida Caplinger, 
a servant, Probert attempted to ex- 
tinguish the flames with buckets of 
water. 

Realizing that their task was futile, 
he called Mrs. Probert, and she notified 
the volunteer firemen. Mrs. Probert 
then went to her room on the second 
floor to get some clothes and other per- 
sonal property. 

Before she could desceind flames en- 
veloped the stairway. Opening the win- 
dow she cried for aid. Probert obtained 
a ladder and climbing the slanting, 
sleet covered roof made his way to Mrs. 
Probert’s smoke filled room and carried 
her to the ground. 

Everything in the home was de- 
stroyed. Probert estimated the damage 
at $20,000. The loss partially is covered 
by insurance, he said. Firemen pre- 
vented the flames spreading to nearby 
buildings. 

In a barn 200 feet from the burning 
home was housed the famous flock of 
“White House Sheep.” The prize flock 
grazed on the White House lawn dur- 
ing the latter years of President Wil- 
son’s administration. Before retiring 
President Wilson presented the flock to 
Probert. A herd of prize cattle, several 


horses and other valuable live stock 
was stabled in barns a short distance 
from the home. 

The house, a fourteen-room frame 
structure, was erected about 50 years 
ago.

A blanket of sleet and snow that cov- 
ered the entire Eastern seaboard, claim- 
ing a total of ten lives and establishing 
low temperature records in New Eng- 
land, left Washington to emerge com- 
paratively unscathed yesterday from its 
first real touch of winter weather. 

Despite the slippery streets and 
darkness caused by low-hanging clouds, 
traffic casualties were at a minimum, 
and storm plows in constant operation 
kept street cars in motion. Although 
Superintendent of District Refuse Mor- 
ris Hacker kept 33 snow plows in readi- 
ness for use on the streets, the sleet 
never reached sufficient depth to war-. 
rant their use. A crew of 50 men was 
employed by the department to meet 
any emergency. 

To insure the safety of thousands of 
children who took advantage of the 
first snow to go sledding, Police In- 
spector W. S. Shelby issuci instructions 
to captains of all police precincts to 
rope off streets used last winter for 
coasting. Red lanterns were placed at 
the intersections last night as a warn- 
ing to motorists. 

Due to the sharp drop in temperature 
Saturday night, automobile service sta- 
tions reported an unusual number of 
cars yesterday with frozen radiators. 
Few motorists, however, ventured on 
the slippery streets, to which fact police, 
attribute the low number of traffi¢e 
casualties, four in all. 

Pedestrians in the vicinity of Four- 
teenth street and Pennsylvania avenue 
northwest witnessed a near-tragedy 
when a horse drawing a two-seated 
sleigh became frightened while passing 
a snow plow and fran away, turning 
over the sleigh and endangering the 
lives of the three girl occupants. The 
horse, owned by the Potomc:c riding 
school, broke its traces and disappeared 
into Southwest Washington, galloping 
down Fourteenth street. 


No Trace of Horse. 


At a late hour last night police had 
found no trace of the horse. It is 
chestnut in color and answers to the 
name of Ida, Potomac riding school of- 
ficials say. 

Mrs. Mary Kamp, 63 years old, 2503 
Fourteenth street northwest, was 
knocked down while crossing the street 
near Fourteenth and Belmont streets 
northwest. She was treated at Gar- 
field hospital for scalp wounds. 

When an automobile struck a parked 
car in front of 709 Florida avenue 
northwest, Miss Marion Beagle, 6436 
Georgia avenue northwest, suffered in- 
juries to her limbs. She was entering 
the parked car when the crash occur- 
red. 

Mrs. Cecelia R. Gill, 28 years old, 714 
E street northeast, and her 4-year-old 
son, John R. Gill, received minor in- 
juries when the automobile driven by 
her husband was in collision with an- 
other car at North Capitol and T 
streets.

Death in Snowfall. 


New York, Dec. 5 (By A. P.).—Death 
and suffering came with the first heavy 
snowfall of the winter which blanketed 
the east today. 

One man died of exposure in Buffalo, 
where the snow reached a depth of 12 
inches. In Lockport, N, Y., the snow 
obscured the vision of a street car 
motorman and an automobile driver, 
and two occupants of the automobile 
were killed in the resultant crash,

miles of canals, and built 431 bridges, 
446 culverts and 82 fiumes. 

$207,000,000 Paid in Pensions. 


The scarcely less conspicuous bureau 
of pensions recited its accomplishments 
in three-quarters of a page. It paid 
during the year $207,844,348 in pensions 
and received and classified 42,894 civil 
war and 72,437 Spanish war pension 
claims. All of this required the mailing 
out of 6,311,105 separate checks.

Plans Mate Pertinent. 


So far Roberts has sought to min- 
imize the effect of Robison’s testimony 
by asserting that the reasons which 
promoted the navy have no connection 
with the defendants. But Robison’'s 
testimony made the navy war plans 
pertinent to the issue, in the opinion of 
Justice Hoehling, because it is asserted 
that these war plans were communi- 
cated in confidence to Doheny and 
made the basis of the navy'’s appeal to 
him to construct the oll storage facili- 
ties. And as the lease on naval reserve 
No. 1 was regarded by Doheny as es- 
sential to undertaking the Pearl Harbor 
contract, the leases as well as the stor- 
age facilities link up with the war 
plans, according to Robison’s testimony.

International Dynamite in Ailr. 


There have been a few hints drop- 
ped as to what this confidential in- 
formation would disclose, but much of 
the speculation has been wide of the 
mark. For example, published reports 
that a foreign power was about to 
swoop down on the Pacific coast or that 
there was danger of any immediate de- 
velopment of a hostile character are 
admittedly discounted.

Inquiry was not made as to what 
these papers were, it has been noted. 
Admiral Albert Gleaves at that time 
was in command of the United States 
station in Asiatic waters. Gleaves, who 
is a veteran of 68,’ served as vice ad- 
miral and admiral in the world war. He 
commanded the cruiser and stom tem 
force of the Atlantic fleet and was given 
the responsibility of getting the various 
units of the American expeditionary 
forces safély overseas. 


Had Greatest of Responsibilities. 
Former Secretary of the Navy Daniels 


regarded him as. the officer who had 
perhaps the greatest of all responsibili- 
ties on his shoulders. The famous 
Fourth of July announcement of 1917 
which Daniels and George Creel, direc- 
tor of the committee on public informa- 
tion, gave to the American people as an 
occasion for national rejoicing was the 
successful repulse of a submarine at- 
tack on the American. transports. 
Gleaves was in command of the Amer- 
ican naval forces which successfully 
protected the transports. 

Examination of Gleaves’ reeord, it 1s | 
pointed out, shows that he served in) 
the Spanish-American war, that he has, 
had battleship command, that he served | 
on the general board, that he was, 
awarded the Victory medal with star 
and the D. 8. M. and other decorations 
for his service in the world war, &c. 
It ig noted, too, that he spent some 
time in Europe “on special service’ in 
1907 and it is known that he made 
some confidential reports at that time 
which amazed the authorities for their 
value and accuracy. 

Gleaves was in command of the tor- 
pedo station at Newport, R. L., = to 
1908 and was one of the few officers 
who foresaw the important role which 
torpedo attack would play in the next 
war, much of which ‘ipforrmation he 
obtained while in Europe. Whén he re- 
turned from the Far East in 1921. he 
had a period of “special service” at the 
Navy Department here. 


Navy Impressed by Reports. 
Gleaves’ confidential reports from 
the Far East in 1920-21 had great 
weight with the Navy Department, it 
is known. 


He had served through the world war 
in European waters and was in a i- 
tion, it is understood, to give the Unit- 
ed States government the benefit of his 
expert opinion as to how America 
would fare in the event of war with a 
certain foreign power. Based on the les- 
sons taught by the world war, it is un- 
derstood to have been apparent to Ad- 
miral Gleaves that the protection of 
the Pacific coast was nothing like as 
easy as it appeared. 

The only strategic plan of value 
which the navy could adopt for the 
protection of the West coast was re- 
garded as seriously jeopardized, if not 
rendered impossible, by the lack of an 
adequate fuel oil supply at a point ac- 
cessible to American naval forces some- 
where in the proximity of Far Eastern 
waters. The old idea of an American 
fleet remaining off the Pacific coast and 
awaiting developments spelled certain 
defeat in the eyes of those naval au- 
thorities who had followed the world 
war ox who were gharged with the re- 
sponsibility of the nation’s defense. 

Gleaves’ repoxts itie admitted were 
not the only reports Which caused the 
formation of the navy’s 1921-22 plans. 
for protecting. the country in the event 
of war. Other reports simply reinforced 
the views of Admiral. Gleaves. 


War Plans Kept Up to Date. 


Meanwhile in the early months of 
1921, the war plans of a certain o 
power were be kept up to date just 
as every nation keeps its war plans up 
to the minute even when there is not a‘ 
semblance of a cloud in the interna- 


wn 


choice of striking for control of the 
Pacific within a reasonably early date 
or seéing the opportunity to strike 
vanish, perhaps, forever. 

Diplomats abroad as well as British 
naval officers were fully alive to the 
situation, according to Wickham Steed, 
editor of the London Times, who came 
to the United States in 1921 and dis- 
closed in confidence some of the in- 
formation he had gathered. It is now 
known that the Washington disarma- 
ment conference, which incidentally 
brought an end to the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance, became a factor in interna- 
tional diplomacy in 1921. 


War Plans Caused Conference. 


Up to the present, it is pointed out, 
the reason for calling this conference 
has been attributed to lofty motives 
as well as the desire of the powers con- 
cerned to stop competitive naval build- 
ing and to preserve peace in the Pacific 
by the four-power pact, signed in 
February, 1922. The now-famous 5-5-3 
ratio was agreed upon, America and 
Britain to be represented by 5 and 
Japan’s relative naval strength to be 
designated by 3. But the American 
delegates agreed to that estimate on 
the understanding that the Rearl 
Harbor fuel supply base would remain 
in operation, as planned by the Pearl 
Harbor contract. These defensive plans 
will remain at the disposal of the gov- 
ernment, in any event, it is conceded. 

But a deep probe into the navy’s war 
plans based on reports from Admiral 
Gleaves and others may, it is said, dis- 
close information which will show that 
the Washington conference was not 
altogether inspired by the considera- 
tions which have been made public. 
The understanding is that. the govern- 
ment of a certain power may be well 
aware of this but the people of that 
country are not aware of it any more 
than the American people are, it is 
explained. 

he information which was respon- 
sible for the navy war plans, now under 
discusgion, was also responsible to a 
great extent, it is understood, for the 
calling of the Washington disarmament 
conference by the President of the 
United States. This, it is believed, ac- 
counts for the fact that Admiral Rob- 
ison mentioned the State Department 
as well as the Navy Department in 
appealing to Justice Hoehling not to 
compel him to divulge confidential in- 
formation.

iStirred by Possibilities of 
| Religion’s Growth Among 
Race, He Says. 


Senator-elect David I. Walsh, of 
Massachusetts, who will be sworn in 
today as successor to Senator W. M. 
Butler, bespeaking a strong interest in 
the progress of the negro in América, 
gave the principal address at the open- 
ing session of the second annual con- 
vention of the Federated Colored 
Catholics of the United States yester- 
day at St. Augustine’s church. He was 


introduced by Eugene A. Clark, assistant 
superintendent of public schools. 

“You are Catholic men and women,” 
he said, “and your presence here indi- 
cates you are leaders in the Catholic 
world and its activities. I want to 
congratulate you on assuming the 
duties of leadership, and in banding 
together that your strength, your 
solidarity and religious fervor may be 
made known. 

“I wonder if you have stopped to 
think what it means to be leaders, 
spokesmen, pleaders, fighters. Your 
work, that of relating the church to 
the negro problem, is a great honor 
and privilege. I wish to express my 
profound and sinceré appreciation of 
that devotion which has brought you to 
make the sacrifices you are making to 
let the church know more about you. 

“When first I came to the District 
of Columbia, I knew othing of the ex- 
tent of Catholicity among colored peo- 
ple, but here I have met men of great 
ability, and have been profoundly 
stirred at the great possibilities of 
growth and spread of Catholicism 
among ,people of this race. I want 
every Catholic in America to know 
there are such fine colored congrega- 
tions in our large cities—men and 
women, proud of their faith, who have 
numerical strength. devotion to the 
church, and the ability to overcome 
trying. and difficult circumstances. 

“Here in this city, the center of ne- 
| tional and international life, you men 
‘and women of the colored race are 
evangelists and an inspiration to al) 
Catholics when they seé negroes turn- 
ing to Catholicism for the blessings it 
may afford. It is here your educated 
leaders have beén produced, by whose 
ald the negro may advance in thi 
struggle for those inalienable right: 
that belong to all humanity. 

“I always have been proud to be a 
member of the trustee board of th: 
Cardinal Gibbons Institute and, now 
that I am back in the District, I look 
with pride on the opportunity again tc 
engage in the work. It is in this con- 
nection that I have learned that col- 
ored Americans are broad, are libera) 
open-minded, humble and sympathetic 
without a scintilla of bigotry of spirit 
—and that they possess the great 
natural virtues on which the faith may 
be built.” 

High mass was sung, the Rev. Rob- 
ert E. Froelich, celebrant, preceding 
the session. The sermon was preached 
by the Rev. Norman E. Duckett, col: 
ored priest of Detroit, former altar boy 
at St. Augustine’s church. Selections 
were given by the Community Center 
band. The convention was welcomed 
by the Rev. J. E. Olds, who spoke on 
behalf of unity. T. W. Turner, of 
Hampton institute, presided. 

Dr. Albert Ridgeley said the aims of 
the convention are to devise means 
of extending the influence of the negro 
in the Catholic Church, to assist in 
propagation of the faith among col- 
ored people, and to plan  enlist- 
ment in the church of many of 
the 5,000,000 American negroes. re- 
ported without church connection. W. 
A. Prater, secretary, made a field re- 
port, expressing general anxiety of col- 
ored Catholics toward parochial edu- 
cation, and giving account of a trip 
to the Eucharistic convention in Chi- 
cago.

The missive found yesterday in the 
girl’s dress came to her from her 
sweetheart on the afternoon of Gep- 
tember 9, District Attorney G. S. Earll, 
revealed, and it arranged the tryst be- 
lieved to have ended that night in the 
slaying of Clara, who would have been 
a mother soon after Christmas, it was 
said. 


Contents of Letter Secret. 


So sensational a factor is it in the 
case that officials withheld its con- 
tents until they can question certain 
witnesses tomorrow.

Erdman was charged with murder 
before the discovery of the body. A 
warrant was issued after he fled from 
Gale college, near here, seventeen days 
after Clara vanished, and one day after 
Christ Olson, the girl's father, had 
threatened his arrest if her whereabouts 
were not learned.

ANONYMOUS CHRISTIAN

Statement of Total Raised

A spirited rally of workers in the 
United Jewish campaign was held last 
night at the Jewish Community center. 
Leaders in the drive emphasized the 
need for strenuous efforts during the 
next few days if Washington is to reach 
the $150,000 goal by December 9. 

Chairman Rudolph B. Behrend pre- 
sided and announced the “outstanding 
contribution of the campaign,” a $33 
pay check from an anonymous Christian 
giver, a mechanic “who wanted no 
thanks but who was thankful that he 
was able to give something toward 
alleviating the suffering among the 


Jews of Europe.” 

Chairman Behrend announced three 
new $1,000 pledges from Morton J. 
Luchs, Harry Viner and Young & Simon, 
attorneys. A statement of total raised 
to date was deferred until the next 
luncheon, Tuesday. 


Message Sent by Golder. 


Representative Benjamin M. Golder, 
vice chairman of the Pennsylvania 
United Jewish drive, who was scheduled 
to address the rally, was unable to at- 
tend but send a message to the workers. 

David L. Frank, major of drive forces, 
and Jacob Heckman, an active worker 
in the drive, gave short talks. 

New York, Dec. 5 (By A. P.).—WJews 
and Christians, both Catholic and 
Protestant, joined in a meeting tonight 
in the cathedral of St. John the Divine 
in behalf of the American Christian 
fund for Jewish relief. 

Bishop William T. Manning, who pre- 
sided, spoke of the occasion as one “of 
unusual significance.” 

“It is the first time,” he said, “that 
a meeting has been held in this ca- 
thedral and, so far as I know, the first 
time a meeting has been held in any 
Christian cathedral specifically in be- 
half of the Jewish people.” 

Maj. Gen. John F. O’Ryan saw in 
the meeting a practical application of 
the Christian precept of the golden 
rule. 

“If the Christian world were truly 
Christian, movements similar to this 
one would be in vogue throughout the 
world whenever the need existed,”’ he 
said. 


McDermott to Face 
Murder Trial Today 


Canton, Ohio, Dec. 5 (By A. P.).— 
Patrick Eugene McDermott, alleged 
hireling of the underworld in a con- 
spiracy to murder Don R. Mellett, Can- 
ton’s crusading publisher, will go on 
trial for his life here tomorrow, but 
it will probably be a week before any 
testimony is heard. 

Efforts to procure a jury are expected 
to require at least five days. 

McDermott probably will go on the 
stand in his own defense. “He has a 
story he wants the jury to hear,” his 
counsel declared. 

McDermott is one of three indicted 
for the murder of the publisher. Ben 
Rudner, Massillon, and Louis Mazer, 
Canton, codefendants, are to be tried 
later. 


Married Teachers 
Banned by Lexington

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 5-—Women 
teachers in the Lexington city schools 
who marry after January 1 next, will 
have to give up their positions accord- 
ing to a decision announced today by 
the board of education. 

School teachers will not be allowed 
to have both a husband and a job and 
the board will leave it up to the teacher 
as to which is the most desirable. The 
idea is that a married woman should 
be supported by her husband and single 
girls who may be highly competent as 
teachers and need work might be kept 
from remunerative employment, unless 
such a rule was applied.

In his writings for the stage George 
Kelly has shown a particular knack, 
possessed by few American playwrights, 
of getting down deep under the skin 
of a character. He goes to work some- 
what like a chemist in a laboratory, his 
subject under the microscope, twisting 
and turning it, showing sights discern- 


there is a perceptible let-down toward 
Under the powerful glass most of the 
ridges and runways are exaggerated, to 
be sure; but they are there none the 
less. 

In “Craig's Wife,” the man who wrote 
“The Torch Bearers” and “The Show- 
Off,” departs somewhat from his satiri- 
cal and comedy vein, enters really into'| 
the field of tragedy. He comes off with 
a fiying flag, though there are those 
who may wonderr-why the play won the 
Pulitzer prize; since sometimes are 
heard the creaking of machinery—aend 
there is a perceptible let-down toward 
the end of the play. Also, an anti- 
climax; but the prize was probably 
given not for technique so much as for 
truism. 

Whatever its technical faults, ‘Craig's 
Wife” is potent drama, a play that has 
some of the essentials of greatness, one 
that might have been written by a 
Sudermann or a Shaw. Certainly, if 
George Kelly is not on the way to be- 
coming America’s leading playwright, he 
is fast surpassing his competitors in 


character creation. He has another play, 


“Daisy Mayme,” to prove the conten- 
tion. 


In the play at the National Mr. Kelly 
takes as his central character a woman 
who marries with one idea in mind—to 
secure for herself a home. That and 
nothing more. Her husband is merely a 
necessary adjunct. He pays the Dills. 
So far as comfort goes, he can not 
smoke in his own drawing room; never 
has any of his friends in for an evening 
at cards or the like; never goes any- 
where—because the missus won't let 
him. Of these things he never knows 
until they are pointed out to him by an 
old aunt, who reads the character of her 
own sex and his wife better than he. 

Miss Chrystal Herne, an actress to her 
fingertips, contributes an exquisite por- 
trayal as Harriet Craig. Seldom seen 
here, there are few actresses on the 
American stage who have the native 
ability of this young lady; not any to 
make of this study what she has done. 
So that really the work of George 
Kelly, the author, is completely shunted 
into the background, at least while she 
is on stage. There is fine blending 
here of two arte—acting and play- 
wrighting. 

The tragedy is relieved by comely 
comedy, humorous situations that 
arise now and then in every home; and 
especially in the house of a woman 
like Mrs. Craig. So that the deep un- 
dertone is not always vibrant. There 
are beautiful bite offered by Isabel 
Irving, as the lady who lives next door 
to the Craigs; by Josephine Harold, 
playing the housekeeper, and by 
Charles Trowbridge, who acts perfectly 
the man who must put up with all the 
machinations of a woman entertaining 
such ideas as those harbored by his 
wife—Mrs. Creig. 

To make of something unlovely and 
ugly a thing of beauty is no small task 
approaching as it does the highest art 
—and this Miss Chrystal Herne does 
with the character entrusted to her; a 
rare old cameo her Mrs. Craig.

Annual Review Outlines Nor- 
mal Procedure for Second 
Year Under Dawes Plan. 


TOTAL PAYMENTS FIXED 
AT 1,166,904,574 MARKS 


Budget Figures Show Grow- 
ing Expenditures for Relief 
of Unemployment on Reich. 


Berlin, Dec. 5 (By A. P.).—-Germany 
is making loyal and punctual payments 
in full from her own resources in con- 
formity with the Dawes reparation plan, 
Seymour Parker Gilbert, jr., agent gen- 
eral for reparation payments, announces 
in the annual report made public to- 
day. The report says that execution of 
the plan proceeded normally during the 
second annuity year. 

Distribution to the creditor powers 
was carried out regularly without diffi- 
culty. It was apparent, says the report, 
that during the second annuity year 
German ecohomy passed through a try- 
ing period of readjustment, which, be- 
ginning in the first annuity year, reach- 
ed proportions of a serious business 
crisis by the winter of 1925-26. 

One of the most important events 
has been an arrangement for the settle- 
ment of two supplementary budget 
contributions by means of a lump-sum 
payment of 300,000,000 gold marks dur- 
ing the third annuity year. 

Payments received from Germany 
during the period from September Il, 
1925, to August 31, 1926, included the 
interest on German railway bonds 
amounting approximately to 550,000,- 
000 gold marks, budgetary contribu- 
tions, 250,000,000; interest on industial 
debentures, 125,000,000, and transport 
tax, 241,000,000, totaling in exact terms 
1,166,904,574 gold marks. 


Transfer of Funds Reported. 


The report shows that during the 
first two years the experts’ plan for the 
transfer of reparation payments made 
possible the complete transfer of funds 
available for distributing, aggregating 
approximately 1,269,000,000 gold marks, 
of which 1,176,000,000 was transfered. 

By the plan for the transfer of repar- 

ation deliveries in kind and reparations 
under the recovery act the payments 
were regulated so as to eliminate dif- 
ficulties with foreign. exchange. The. 
plan provides that the transfer com- 
mittee controls cash transfer to the 
creditor governments by the purchase 
of foreign exchanges. 
The share of the United States of 
the distributed reparation payments in 
the second annuity year amounted to 
33,949,000 gold marks, including an ac- 
cumulated talance carried over from 
the first year amounting to 15,308,000 
gold marks. 

The United States government re- 
ceived during the year the dollar 
equivalent of 14,859,000 gold marks as a 
cash transfer and also 10,032,000 gold 
marks in the dollar equivalent due to a 
special arrangement with the German 
government analagous to financing de- 
liveries in kind, with a balance of 
§.058,000 remaining at the ending of 
the year on the books of the agent 
general to the credit of the United 


' statement on the German budgets, in- 


States. 
The report contains the first reliable 


formation on which heretofore has not 
been obtainable. The German budget, 
it shows, is remaining sound as to 
balance, though the necessity of inter- 
nal borrowing is considered possible. 

The new tax program is proving en- 
couragingly productive. The experience 
of the past year, however, suggests the 
need of greater moderation in expendi- 
tures. The German budget figures show 
a mounting scale for unemployment re- 
lief, calling for 490,000,000 reichmarks 
in the estimates for 1926-27. It is ob- 
served that so long as unemployment 
continues at approximately the present 
high level it will be a significant budget 
problem. 

The French and Belgian contracts 
submitted to the transfer committee 
during the period from September 1, 
1925, to August 31, 1926, totaled 2,559 
and 1,091, respectively, valued at 262,- 
000,000 and 50,000,000 reichmarks, re- 
spectively. They were mainly for coal 
and by-products, iron, steel gnd other 
metals, machinery, lumber, horses, cat- 
tle and sheep. Other countries also re- 
ceived substantial miscellaneous deliv- 
erles in kind. 

The report demonstrates how the ex- 
perts’ plan succeeded in establishing 
loyalty and a friendly understanding, 
and expresses the opinion that in the 
process of stabilization, reconstruction 
and recovery the turning point in the 
reconstruction of all of Europe has now 
been reached.

Mrs. Hatchett died 
about three hours later, after having 
beei1. rushed to the Fort Eustis hos- 
pital, not far distant. 

Eyewitnesses say Mrs. Hatchett, who 
was a passenger in the car with two 
other women, got out to push the car 
when it stalled upon the tracks.

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CLEMENCEAU AT BEDSIDE 
AS CLAUDE MONET DIES 


Former Premier of France 
Mourns His Artist Friend, 
Painter of Cathedrals. 


WAS WORLD WAR FIGURE 


Giverny, Department of Eure, France, 
Dec. 5 (By A. P.).—Claude Monet, fa- 
mous artist and dean of French nature 
depicters, died at his home here today. 
His lifelong friend Georges Clemenceau 
was at his bedside and was so overcome 
that he refused to see reporters and 
sought the seclusion of his own bed- 
room. 

M. Monet was one of the former pre- 
mier’s few intimates, and it is said of 
him that he did much to uphold Cle- 
menceau’s morale during the more try- 
ing periods of the world war. 


Claude Monet was born in Paris No- 
vember 14, 1840. His principal works 
were views of picturesque places and 
cathedrals of France. 

After serving. as a soldier in Africa 
until middle age, Monet suffered the 
hardships of poverty. He returned to 
his painting. having previously studied 
under Gleyre, but the critics scorned 
his work. He kept on painting his land 
and seascapes, missing meals out of 
sheer emptiness of pocket and letting 
tobacco solace his stomach. 

Almost 40 years ago, when he was 
selling his paintings for what he could 
get, a Japanese ironmaster, visiting 
Europe, saw some of them and looked 
up Monet. He gave the artist a check 
for 250,000 yen (approximately $125,- 
000) and told him to deliver paintings 
until he thought he had given value 
for the money. 

From that on Monet’s reputation was 
made. His works are scattered through- 
out the world, including the Widener 
and Morgan collections in the United 
States. He is particularly noted for his 
paintings of Mediterranean and channel 
scenes, the Cathedrals of France, the 
Thames at London as well as for his 
studies of flowers.

Berlin Is Willing to Submit 
to League Control if 
Prestige Stands. 


STRESEMANN SOUNDS 
WARNING TO ALLIES 


On Eve of Council Session, 
Declares Suspicion Is Ex- 
asperating Nation. 


Geneva, Switzerland, Dec. 5 (By A. 
P.).—A serious snag has been reached 
in the political reconstruction of Eu- 


rope over the momentous problem of 
security against war as between France 
and her allies and Germany. Whether 
the movement for European reconcilla- 
tion will go forward or backward is be- 
lieved to depend on the outcome of the 
December session of the council, open- 
ing tomorrow. 

Germany, represented by Gustav 
Stresemann, her foreign minister, has 
come to Geneva grieved that, despite 
the Locarno treaty and the reich’s entry 
into the League of Nations, the allies 
still maintain 80,000 troops in the 
Rhineland and still insist on interallied 
control of German armaments. 


Would Limit League. 


Germany wants allied control aban- 
doned and is willing to substitute the 
right of investigation of German arma- 
ments by the league, provided such 
control does not offend German pres- 
tige. On their part the allies, especially 
France, are worried over Germany's po- 
tential war strength, due to her great 
population and the excessive activity of 
German associations which are organiz- 
ing German manhood along alleged 
military lines. 

France deems the supreme question 
that of security of her future genera- 
tions against German aggression. 

It is understood, Dr. Stresémann 
maintained, that he had been promised 
at Locarno and Thoiry that the allied 
occupation would be reduced to 45,000, 


which was the strength of the German 
garrisons on the west front before the 
war. 


Sees Treaty Exceeded. 


Germany's representative admitted 
that the questions of interallied con- 
trol and the right of investigation by 
the league were two distinct matters, 
but insisted that allied control had 
been imposed on Germany over and 
above the treaty of Versailles, and 
ought to be abolished. 

M. Briand made it clear that control 

was still in the hands of the Ambassa- 
dors’ council and contended that the 
general attitude toward Germany was 
based on good will and good intentions, 
adding: “Undoubtedly, if the impres- 
sion existed that our attitude was vexa- 
tious, oppressive or tyrannical, it would 
cause misunderstanding.” 
Tt is believed that Sir Austen Cham- 
‘berlain is trying to have allied control 
| merged into the league’s right to inves- 
tigate German armaments. 

Elaboration of further Franco-Ger- 
man economic and financial accords, 
begun at the Thoiry conversations, has 
apparently been relegated to the back- 
ground pending an agreement on the 
problems of security, evacuation and 
military control. 


Fears Loss of Support. 


Dr. Stresemann said today that Ger- 
many was becoming exasperated at the 
allied suspicion and hesitancy to treat 
Germany on a basis of equality, now 
that she has submitted herself to the 
fabric of the League of Nations. He 
was also apprehensive of the crumbling 
of the political groups in the reichstag 
which have heretofore been backing 
him unreservedly. 

Seven foreign ministers have arrived 
in Geneva, and secret conferences can 
be held outside of the council cham- 
ber. The ministers are Dr. Stresemann, 
Germany; M. Briand, France; Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, Great Britain; M. 
| Vandervelde, Belgium; M. Zaleski, Po- 
land; Dr. Eduard Benes, Czechoslovakia, 
and Jonkheer von Karnebeek, Holland. 

The much-talked-of meeting with 
Premier Mussolini of Italy seems doubt- 
ful, though Dr. Stresemann may go to 
Italy after the council.

CHINA FOR THE CHINESE. 

Events of great moment are developing an 
unprecedented situation in China. The Can- 
ton government is extending its jurisdiction 
rapidly as the Cantonese armies spread north- 
ward. It is said to be a bolshevist government, 
supported by the Russian soviet. Undoubtedly 
it is a new kind of Chinese government, 
against which foreign jafluence seems to be 
feeble indeed. Its slogan is ‘“‘China for the 
Chinese.”’ Apparently its acceptance of aid 
and comfort from the Russians is shrewd op- 
portunism, and when its objects are gained it 
may prove to be as impervious to Russian in- 
fluence as it is to that of the west. 

Taken aback by the demonstration of 
Chinese solidarity in the shape of the Canton 
movement, the British and Japanese govern- 
ments are moving with extreme caution. It 
would tiot be surprising to see them soon rec- 
ognizing and dealing with the new regime as 
the supreme government of China instead of 
attempting to destroy it by encouraging the 
northern Chinese ‘‘war lords’’ to carry on the 
war. If the Cantonese can keep up the pace 
they have made, it would require enormous 
efforts on the part of Japan, Great Britain 
and France to make resistance effective. 


Probably it would involve all those nations in 
war. If the Cantonese can keep up the pace 
that David Lloyd George warns the British 
government that England will not support it 
in a war in China. He holds that the Can- 
tonese are fighting for the establishment of 
Chinese rights over China; that they are not 
under soviet domination; and that foreign 
governments would make a fatal mistake to 
oppose this movement. 

The United States is not taking any part in 
the politics of China. It is confining its ac- 
tivities to the protection of American life and 
property. ‘It shares with other governments 
«the opinion that it is too soon to abandon ex- 
traterritorial rights guaranteed by treaty, but 
there is little doubt that if China should ter- 
minate all foreign treaties as they expire, the 
United States would not interpose any strenu- 
ous objection. Notice that these treaties will 
be terminated has been given by Chu Chao- 
Hsin, Chinese representative at the league of 
nations. His notice is reinforced by the fact 
that China has already given notice of the 
termination of the treaty with Belgium and 
has refused to submit to the world court the 
interpretation of the treaty. China holds that 
the controversy is political and not juridical. 
and that it is competent to conduct its own 
foreign affairs. 

Americans cherish the hope that from all 
this turmoil will emerge a single stable re- 
publican government in China, devoted solely 
to the interests‘of the Chinese people, and en- 
tirely independent of foreign governments. 
The United States can well afford to:take its 
chances with sucha govermment. There is no 
reason to fear that American interests would 
suffer if China should establish a government 
of, by, and for the Chinese people.

DRY RAIDS IN CLEVELAND. 


It must have looked for a while last Thurs- 
day night that the gunman’s millennium had 
arrived at Cleveland. It seems that the Ohio 
prohibition law contains a clause which permits 
villages and townships on the outskirts of large 
cities to form roving dry raiding squads whose 
jurisdiction extends beyond their own-township 
or village. Squads of this sort had been active 
in Cleveland, and in many instances apparently 
had overlooked the formality of obtaining first 
a search warrant empowering them to enter the 
residence under suspicion. So prevalent had 
the custom become that the safety director of 
Cleveland was waited on by a committee of 
citizens protesting against the violation of their 
homes at any hour of the day or night. 

The safety director was quick to take up the 
challenge, issuing an order to the police of 
Cleveland to arrest any prohibition agent found 
entering a home without a proper search war- 
rant, and advising persons whose homes were 
raided to call headquarters immediately so that 
police might be dispatched to see that the 
papers were in order. Whereupon, in answer, 
ethe secretary of the dry maintenance league 
ordered his agents to arreet any and all police 
interfering with any dry raiding activities. 

The law-abiding element of Cleveland must 
have had fearful dreams that night of every- 
body arresting everybody else. The State pro- 
hibition inspector came to the rescue, however, 
by ordering his 25 inspectors and their as- 
sistants to conduct no more raids on private 
homes until the validity of the $25,000 verdict 
received some time previously by State Senator 
Bender from State Prohibition Inspector Pat- 
rick because of an alleged unlawful raid on the 
former’s home, had been decided by the State 
supreme court. It is certain that this court 
will rule, as have all others, that a raid is un- 
‘lawful without a proper search warrant, and 
Cleveland can rest easier without the prospect 
of gunmen overrunning a city whose police- 
men have all been put in jail. 


INVESTING IN CORPORATIONS. 


New corporation issues for Noyember total- 
ing more than $271,500,000 again testify to 
the unprecedented activity of American in- 
vestments in corporations. During the last 
eleven months it is stated with authority that 
more than $3,250,000,000 of American money 
have been invested in domestic corporations. 
This is some $109,000,000 more than in the 
same period of 1925. The amount of money 
invested in corporations by the American 
public this year will exceed the total income of 
the Federal government. . 

A striking feature of these large investments 
is the ease with which capital is obtained. Cor- 
poration bonds bear an average of 4% per 
cent, and the bonds sell around 97 and 98,

This suggestion involves what might be 
called a stabilization of tax legislation, a hori- 
zontal increase or decrease, something like the 
attempts to settle the tariff question by a hori- 
zontal reduction. This was once called “tariff’’ 
reform.” It was a lazy way to solve a difficult 
problem. 

It is easy to see that an annual horizontal 
increase or decrease by Congress of the inter- 
nal revenue laws would be both hazardous and 
unsatisfactory. Such a method could not pos- 
sibly be adjusted with any degree of fairness 
or justice. Neither will it. be possible to meet 
the requirements of the Treasury by simply 
making a horizontal reduction of so much per 
cent, each vear. Meeting the tax situation in 
this manner would end in turmoil, by making 
the payrments of the tax uncertain and 
variable. 

While internal revenue taxes should be ad- 
justed according to the needs of the Treasury, 
changes should be made in such manner as to 
insure equality of taxation and the smallest 
degree of business disturbance. It would have 
been impossible during the last five years to 
adjust direct taxes equitably by the simple 
method of a horizontal reduction all along the 
line. 


SHOP EARLY, MAIL EARLY. 


On the assumption that the appeal of the 
newspapers and merchants‘of Washington will 
intluce buyers to ‘do their shopping early,’’ 


Postmaster Mooney is prepared to dd his part. 


The early shopper will/find that Uncle Sam, as 
personated in William Mooney, is ready for 
_the rush and it will not be his fault if Christ- 
mas packages markeg ‘“‘not to be opened before 
Christmas” are delayed in reaching their desti- 
nations. Not only has every possible prepara- 
tion been made to expedite the outgoing mails, 
but the postmaster has arranged for the em- 
ployment of an army of extra carriers. Al- 
ready there have been recruited 350 extra 
“‘postmen,”’ besides some 400 clerks and dis- 
tributors. 

Further than this, Mr. Mooney has announc- 
ed that he has made arrangements to handle 
an enormous mass of Christmas cards in such 
a way as to assure delivery on the Wednesday 
before Yuletide, if the senders will but follow 
his suggestions. All such cards may be de- 
‘posited in the postoffice at any time from now 
on. They will be sorted and assigned to the 
carriers for delivery, but will not be sent to 
the homes of those for whom they are intended 
until December 22. But all such greetings 
which the senders may desire to be thus held 
must be sent to the city postoffice or any of the 
substations. If card senders will remember 
this suggestion they may be assured that their 
greeting cards will reach those to whom they 
are addressed at exactly the right time. 

The Washington postoffice was never better 
prepared for the Christmas rush than it is 
today. ®

Smuggling in Old Clothes. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: My 
attention has been directed to a letter 
appearing on the editorial pagg of The 
Washington Post of today’s date, stat- 
ing that an impost is placed upon bun- 
dles of old clothing sent to needy per- 
sons in Poland. There is no such tax 
when it is established that the recip- 
ients of such bundles are, actuglly in 
need. 

For some time no discrimination was 
made at all, and all bundles were ad- 
mitted free. However, it was discovered 
that advantage was being taken of this 
fact, and clothes in considerable quan- 
tities going to certain addresses at 
short intervals aroused the suspicions 
of the Polish authorities, who found 
that such clothing was being sold. In 
some cases cheap suits which had never 
been worn were sent in that manner 
to be sold. 

In other cases it was discovered that 
dutiable articles were smuggled in with 
the bundles. This has made rigid in- 
spection necessary.

The disturbance that was over Ohio Sunday 
morning is central over northeastern New 
York, advancing northeastward, and a_ sec- 
ondary is central off the southern New Eng 
land coast, with a trough extending southweet- 
ward to North Carolina. Pressure ie relatively 
low over the southern Rocky mountain region, 
and it is falling over the Canadian north- 
west and the northern Rocky mountain region. 
High pressure prevails over Nova Scotia and 
the mouth of the St. Lawrence river, thence 
southward to Bermuda, and thence southwest- 
ward to Florida. Another high-pressure area 
covers the plains States and the Missouri and 
upper Mississippi valleys, with center over 
Iowa. During the last 24 hours snows have 
occurred in the upper Mississippi valley, the 
lake region and the middle Atlantic and north 
Atlantic States, and rains in the Ohio valley, 
the interior of the west gulf States and the 
southern Rocky mountain region. Tempera- 
tures have fallen in the Missouri and lower 
Ohio valleys and the interior of the west gulf 
States. Heavy snows are reported from por- 
tions of New York and Pennsylvania. 

The outlook is for partly cloudy weather 
on Monday, except for snow flurries in the 
eastern lake region and northern New Eng- 
land, and rains in the west portion of the 
east gulf States. On Tuesday the weather 
will be considerably overcast, with rain over 
the States east of the Mississippi river, except 
in northern New England, probably beginning 
as snow in northern. districts. It will be 
colder on Monday along the south Atlantic 
coast and in portions of the esat guif States 
and temperatures will moderate quite gen- 
erally on Tuesday.

Calvin, Isaacs and Meyer

“We recommend first an intelligent 
explanation to the parent, explaining 
| the simplicity and benignancy of the 
| disorder and that it may not comprise 
a sickness or disease. The physician 
will often find that his problem is one 
of treating an intense, overanxious, 
hypochondriac parent rather than the 
child. 

Those cases that demand correction 
and elimination of apparent foci of in- 
| fection should have these done. Nutri- 

tion should be improved and anemia 
overcome. We do not advise any exces- 
sive rest cure or restricted low protein 
diet as a remedy. Such measures may 
‘actually result in harm to children. The 
child should be allowed to lead a nor- 
mal life, with only such restrictions as 
are necessary to overcome any malnu- 
_trition. Especial emphasis should be laid 
on the physical development of the chil- 
dren in the orthostatic group.” 

In these opinions they are referring 
to the benign albuminurias. 

The orthostatic group is composed of 
children who have albuminuria after 
exercise or even standing, but none 
when they remain in bed. Many of 
them are rather swaybacked. 

The albuminurious urine generally 
comes from one kidney only. They are 
benefited by a diet which causes the 
u=ee to remain alkaline. But the most 
important injunction to them Is that 
they do not take to bed as a cure, but 
that, on the other hand, they try to 
develop a good mimscle system and @& 
(good posture. 

The albuminuria of rapid growth be- 
longs in this list. It is especially prom- 
inent in high school and younger col- 
lege girls and boys. The very rapid 
growth of the kidney-at this period of 
life results in some temporary abnor- 
mality of that organ. 

In the experience of Calvin, Isaacs 
and Meyer undernutrition and anemia 
are important factors in causing be- 
nign albuminuria. It is found especial- 
ly in soft, flabby, pasty, languid chil- 
dren. A little more food, or food of a 
better quality; more good meat, bread,

Came then 
Chancellor E. H. Lindley, . of : the 
University of Kansas, to the sup- 
port of Mr. White. septate 
Football indeed is riding the crest, 
he asserted, and if it does not return 


to normalcy it will make for the sub- 
ordination of scholarship to athletics in 
the curricula of the colleges and uni- 
versities of the country. 

Mr. White is “both right and wrong,” 
was the comment of E. L. Hendricks, 
president of the Central Missouri State 
Teachers college. Football “does not 
preclude scholarship,” he said, “but it 
renders it difficult during the season.”

Intimate Redkndee of Rules 
Is Essential to Good Soccer 


; 


| 


Baiting Is Deplored. 


This is the seventh of a series 
of articles to be published by The 
Post to acquaint the thousands 
of new soccer fans of the District 
with this international game. 


By RICHARD S. TENNYSON. 


N the articles that have . preceded 
this it is hoped that the new soc- 
cer fan has received a general idea 

of the game, or at least sufficient 
knowledge to enjoy the Sunday after- 
noon attractions that are offered by 
the Washington Soccer league. No at- 
tempt has been made to go into the 
technical side of the sport and in sum- 
ming up all that has been said in 
previous articles there are certain 
points that should be stressed. 

First, it is of utmost importance that 
the soccer player know the rules of the 
game, and no individual who is the 
member of a team should be without 
a copy of the rules, which should be 
read and studied. The great fault of 
many is that the impression exists 
that a general idea of the game is suf- 
ficient to play it. This is the case in 
every sport and is one of the greatest 
handicaps to athletic activities. 

There are many soccer players who 
have been in the game for a score or 
more years and have labored under 
mistaken ideas of the game, formed on 
a vacant lot or under the guidance of 
an inefficient referee, and it is hard to 
convince them that their views are 
wrong. 


They are positive that their in- 
terpretation of the rules is correct, 
so much so that they do not bother 
to read and study them, feeling 
that the information they have 
gained in actual combat is superior 
to any they might get from a 
book. 


This condition is true in every sport 
played, evefi our own baseball. An ex- 


| 
‘ample of how wrong impressions are 


| created about rules may be found in 


| local soccer circles and can be better 
| understood when a comparison is made 
from experiences of baseball officials. 
Baseball is the ‘ recognized national 
sport of America. It is played by mil- 
lions in the United States, and yet it 
is a fact that only a few know the rules 
of the game perfectly. 

If a sandlot baseball player should go 
to, say England, and became interested 
in the promotion of baseball there he 
would be immediately recognized as 
an expert by the Britishers because he 
came from the land of baseball. His 


statements on rules would be accepted 
as final undoubtedly by the new base- 
ball players, but unless he was an ex- 
ception his sandlot idea of the rules 
would not be exactly according to the 
accepted form. 

On the other hand soccer is generally 
recognized here as a game belonging to 
a large extent to the British, who have 
introduced it in every section of the 
globe, and their ideas of how a rule 
should be interpreted are accepted 
here by many as final, but like the 
sandlot baseball player it is only in 
rare cases that the old country players 
have expert knowledge of the fine 
points of the game. 

Naturally the question is brought 
forth, what difference does it make if 
the game is introduced and the new 
player gets a general idea? The differ- 


ence is that the young player starts 
teaches 


out wrong and he in turn 
some one else wrong methods, a handi- 


cap and a cause of friction whenever 


teams meet that have been trained 
under different interpretations. 


Therefore the fi final advice of 
these articles is that the rules be 
read, studied and discussed with 
some one that really knows the 
game. By so doing the young 
player will become a more efficient 
player and those who follow him 
will be better equipped to defend 
the laurels of this city, and possi- 
bly the nation, in intercity and 
international matches. 

Another point that can not be stress- 
ed too strongly is that it. is the poorest 
form of sportsmanship and the greatest 
deterrent to a 
bicker over decisions made by a 
referee. Nothing is gained by this all 
too common habit of athietes and 
much harm is done the game. Specta- 
tors come to watch competition and 
not debating and argumentative ability. 
When a referee makes a decision it is 
final and rio arguing or remonstration 
can change it. Therefore. it is foolish 
to make the official less efficient by 
upsetting him and taking his atten- 
tion from the work at hand, 
bickering is certain to do.

‘Low Cotton Price and Closing

TO SET NEW HIGH MARK 


Lines Are Little Disturbed by 
Addition to the Annual 
Bill for Labor. 


New York, Dec. 5 (By the Associated 
Press).—The contrast between the usual 
year-end curtailment of industrial op- 
erations and the expansion of retail; 
holiday trade became more pronounced 
last week. Important industries, such 
ns steel, lumber and automobile manu- 
facturing, continued to throttle down 
the pace of their activities, apparently 
satisfied to mark time after a year of 
great prosperity. 

Although comparisons with the final 


quarter of last year have not been al- 
together favorable, the recessions in 
most instances have been too mildly 
graduated to arouse apprehension. Some 
uneasiness was created by a fall in cot- 
ton prices to new low levels for the sea- 
son and suspensions by some o1 the au- 
tomobile plants, but these develop- 
ments were offset by improvement in 
other lines. 

An important step toward stabiliza- 
tion of rubber conditions affecting the 
United States was taken by leading tire 
and automobile manufacturers, who 
formed a $40,000,000 pool with the aid 
of Wall street bankers to purchase the 
crude product. Activities of the com- 
bination will be designed to prevent 


artificial and umreasonable advances 
in the price of rubber and at the same 
time to stabilfme the market at a level 
which will forestall further restriction 
of output under Great Britain’s Ste- 
venson act. 


Railroads Are Prosperous. 


Approaching the close of a highly 
prosperous year in which aggregate 
carnings are certain to set a new high 
record, the railroads were little dis- 
turbed by the addition of nearly $15,- 
000,000 to the annual wage bill of the 
Eastern carriers.

munity, Maj. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, re- | 
tired, told delegates attending the a i 
ond conference on the cause and cure 
of war, held jointly by nine national | 
women’s organizations, at a public} 
meeting which opened the conference 
yesterday at the Belasco theater. 

Gen. Bliss said the causes of war 
will exist forever. Peace may be at- 
tained only by such an organization of 
nations as will place the same “checks” 
on them as are placed on the indi- 
vidual in the State, he said. 

He placed before the delegates what 
he considered a sure method for bring- 
ing the nations under an order of 
peaceful harmony. This goal, he de- 
clared, will be attained only by slow 
progress, and probably, he said, by a 
great deal of bloodshed and many 
tears. | 


Cites Pillars of Structure. 

The four pillars of this structure, he 
submitted, should be a code of inter- 
national law, approved by the legisla- 
tive bodies of the various nations, and 
to which they were implicitly bound, 
and where the law would not apply, 
arbitration; an international court to 
decide matters of law; sufficient dis- 
armament among nations to permit the 
Jaw and the court to function, and 
lastly, a formal association of nations 
to enforce peace among themselves, 
leaving each nation to pursue in its 
own way its individual development. 

The keynote thought of the meeting 
was that the causes of war lie in the 
mind of man, in its tendency to as- 
sert itself ‘by instinctive madness in- 
stead of reason, and that the cure lies 
in intellectual control of the emotional, 
or the proper direction of human pas- | 
sions. | 

All three speakers referred in some 
way to this thought, which was ac- 
cepted as the goal of seekers of peace. 

A federation or parliament of man 
mever will exist, Dr. Alfred E. Zim- 
mern, of Paris, declared. He said the 
present trend of the world is against 
it, and: that the moving power behind 
the trend is democracy. 


Diversity of Conditions. 


The reason, he declarfied, is that 
democracy brings a diversity of con- 
ditions of life. However, he said, “The 
League of Nations is such a framework 
of law as will permit decentralization.” 

Peace is natural among men, he said. 
aWd war unnatural. He avowed, there- 
Tore, that those who conceive eterna! 
disputation are “romantic dreamers.” 

He declared that the best contribu- 
tions of this country would be to 
“bring its influence and traditions to 
bear on the politics of the world with 
a view to swerving their course toward 
peace rather thar to sign treaties.” 

Dr. Ernst Jackh, of Berlin, spoke of 
Germany as a “Utopia made real,” as 
a “realization of Wilson’s fourteen 
points,” and declared “the new Europe 
is evolving through the new Germany.” 
He said “Germany is the heart of 
Europe, and more important than the 
fingers and hands.” 

He referred to the Dawes plan as a 
“traffic regulation introduced into the 
European chaos,” and bringing the first 
semblance of order. Germany, he said, 
has the most democratic constitutions, 
and is contributing to the world a new 
political philosophy. 

Germany can give the least resistance 
against attack, he declared, and was 
involved in the war because the 
political forces of Europe were moving 
in her direction. He expressed the 
hope that “the stone which the build- 
ers rejected would become the corner- 
stone.” The delegates greeted his ad- 
dress with prolonged applause. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, general 
chairman, presided. The conference 
will continue through Friday.

Leaves Capital After Sermon 
at Episcopal Cathedral;

That American mothers should band 
in a mothers’ union to preserve the 
sanctity of marriage, the preciousness 
of the home and the religious up- 
bringing of children was the suggestion 
made by the Very Rev. F. S. M. Bennett, 
dean, of Chester England, in his final 
sermon preached in the Bethlehem 
of Washington cathedral yes- 
terday afternoon 

Dean Bennett's remarks were broad- 
cast to an unseen audience, estimated 
at more than a half million persons. 
The dean came to America eight weeks 
ago as the guest of the College ol 
Preachers, Washington cathedral, 
has lectured in many cities during his 
stay. He wil! sail for England Satur- 
day, but left Washington last night. 

“The home,” the dean said, “is the 
most precious possession of civiliza- 
tion and it is worth the maintaining 
at all costs. Nothing can so save it as 
a union cf mothers without distinction 
or poverty, class or creed 
pledged to strive for its preservation.” 


Tells of British Strike. 


The Rt. Rev. James Edward Freeman, 
bishop of Washington, read the scrip- 
tural lessons. In his remarks the dean 
of Chester spoke of the general strike 
which paralyzed all England at the 
opening of the year and said that as 
soon as the English people realized it 
was illegal it was soon over. He urged 
observance of law upon the people of 
Lhis country as a part of their heritage. 

“Washington .cathedral will be a 

symbol of the weiding together of the 
groups of nations living together in the 
United States in peace and amity,” de- 
clared the dean, “even as the cathe- 
drals of the fourteenth century in 
England marked the welding together 
of the Norman-Saxon races in that 
country. 
“Washington cathedral. I believe, 
will be a means of splendid education 
in beauty for the people and a witness 
in the capital of your nation of the 
spiritual side of your race. The builders 
of Washington cathedral have a large- 
ness of vision and a magnificence of 
faith and they are building carefully 
for the generations. I bid Godspeed to 
this great edifice and to the people of 
this nation who have overwhelmed me 
with kindness.”’

Mrs. E. A. Brown Commended 
for Services in Naval Ammu- 
nition Station Explosion.

Womanly courage as exemplified by 
the help which Mrs..E. A. Brown lent 
fellow-victims during the explosion 
last July of the naval ammunition 
storage depot at Lake Denmark, N. J., 
received official recognition yesterday 
when Secretary Wilbur sent her a let- 
ter of commendation. Lieut. Comadr. E. 
A. Brown, her husband, was killed in 
the disaster. 
Mrs. Brown, after the first detona- 
tion, piled two aged women and all the 
children of her neighbors into her car, 
picked up some marines along the way, 
and arrived, finally, at Newfoundland, 
N. J., with. fourteen persons “in and 
on her car.’ Secretary Wilbur con- 
gratulated her upon the “courage and 
cool-headedness’”’ which she displayed. 
Other letters commending service 
performed during the emergency §at 
Lake Denmark, and also work done in 
raising the sunken submarine 6-51, 
were sent by the Secretary, many to 
public officials who organized relief, 
hospital attendants and civilian organ- 
izations, and certain of army and navy 
personnel.

Wan, who passed seven years in the 
District jail before finally being vindi- 
cated, is making the candy in a down- 
town building. He makes deliveries in 
person and will continue to do so un- 
less business becomes too heavy. 

Wan has made a long study of 
foods and their effect on the hu- 
man system and he has made good 
use of the knowledge. When he was 
committed to jail in 1919 he «was 
weak and emaciated, weighing 109 
pounds. Although he was condemned 
to die, ke immediately set about to 
build himself up. His first step was to 
arrange a diet and a program of cal- 
esthenics. He followed these religious- 
ly, and within two years had increased 
his weight to 176 pounds. 

Eventually Wan hopes to open a can- 
dy kitchen and do business on a wide 
scale.
